"President's Flight" day, so they enjoyed a twelve hour non-stop journey replete with cocktails, 
dinner served in elegant hors d'ouvre, soup, fish, etc., style, including liqueurs!......cesee- 
At London they were met by Dr. Cobb's sister and her husband, who are residents there (but 
that's another story). Straightaway they rented a Humber-Hawk car, and drove off on a 
thousand mile tour of Devon and Cornwall, visiting ancient castles and villages famous in 
legend and tale since King Arthur's day.

Mrs. Cobb had the pleasant experience of shaking hands with the Queen at one of the 
exhibitions of physical and occupational therapy. The Congress was attended by many notables, 
of course, and papers were read by Professer Seddon of Ingland, Dr. Donald Eihler, who read the 
paper of Dr. Edward Irwin, Warm Springs, Ga. on Surgery of the Hand in Polio. (Dr. Irwin being 
incepacitated by a fractured hip) and last but, far from least, by our own Jom R. His paper, 
not surprisingly, was on The Treatment of Scoliosis. We personally think it most astute of ttle 
Congress to seize the opportunity to gain knowledge on this subject from the very foremost 
authority..ccccccscceeeDr. Cobb told us some wonderful anecdotes about the difficulties of 
having slides projected by operators speaking Danish only, we regret space does not permit us 
to relay them to you - - as well as interesting descriptions of the many fine dinner-parties 
at which he and Mrs. Cobb were honored quests. When you can catch him ask him about the best 
way to carry lantern-slides on 4 plane. They're heavy things, you know............cept. Sth 
found the Cobbs back in London on their way home, having enjoyed a very colorful, varied and 


thoroughly enviable trip, more power to ‘em!
